Perhaps every farmer has occa­ 
sion 
to load some animal into a 
wagon and many of them prepare for 
fhis by building a stock chute. 
Fre­ 
quently these chutes 
are 
built 
as 
permanent fixtures in connection with 
the feed lots, but they are often made 
so that they can be transported from 
one part of the farm 
to 
another. 
When a chute of this kind is built 
heavy and strong enough to support 
the weight of a mature hog or a large 
calf it becomes a clumsy thing to 
move. 
Mr. R. J. Linscott, Holton, 
Kas., has solved this problem of in­ 
convenience in a very, easy way. 
The wheels and axle used in mak­ 
ing his stock chute are parts of old 
machinery found on the farm, the 


Stock Chute. 


wheels being taken from an old mow­ 
er. 
The upper end of the chute is 
provided with two strong iron hooks, 
which are sharpened so as to en­ 
gage the bottom the wagon bed and 
prevent 
slipping after the animal 
starts upward. 
With such as ar­ 
rangement there is no difficulty in 
building a chute of ample strength, 
b e c a u s e the question of weight has 
relatively little importance. The chute 
eau be hooked on behind the wagon 
and hauled to any part of the farm.

Good Shepherds Do Not Hesitate to 
Get Rid of Grandmothers Before 
They Go Down Hill. 


Usually by the time that a ewe has 
reached the age of seven years she 
has spent most of her usefulness as a 
brew er and mother. 
Good shepherds 
do not hesitate to cull out these old 
grandmothers before they go down 
hill. 
They usually pick up in flesh 
shortly after weaning time, and can 
be best marketed just as they come 
from pasture—without fattening. 
Old ewes “break iii the mouth.’ so 
to speak, and cannot eat. 
Naturally 
they keep going down in flesh, waste 
much of their food, and frequently 
their mouths get so sore they will not 
take sufficient food to fatten them. 
The wool becomes shorter and short­ 
er with advancing age, says the Farm 
Press, and lacks several pounds of 
the weights they shore in their prime. 
Lambs from old ewes are never as 
satisfactory. 
The milk supply falls 
short, and the lamb is dwarfed and 
stunted so that it never makes 
a 
thrifty feeder. 
Their presence in the flock detracts 
from its appearance and value. 
One 
or two old ewes in a flock of prime 
breeders will often burt the,sale value 
as much as a dollar a head. 
For 
these reasons, then, cull closely and 
keep only the best prime breeding 
ewes. 
With the price of mutton and 
wool so low as it is, he cannot afford 
to keep other than those from which 
the best returns can be expected.

One of the most imperative needs 
from the standpoint of health in great 
cities, is stable sanitation. Thousands 
upon thousands of horses are stabled 
in every large city, 
lf proper Caro 
is taken of these horses and their 
stables, no one can object to their 
presence, because they are reasonably 
quiet and a properly cared for stable 
is practically odorless. 
You will say 
immediately that you never saw a 
properly cared for stable, then, and 
that is probably right, as there are 
very few of them. 
1’he sanitary stable should have 
waterproof floors, built of some ma­ 
terial that will not absorb the liquid 
manure, and sloped to drain properly. 
Cement is undoubtedly the best of 
these, and it should be covered with 
a slatted board flooring in the stalls 
to keep the horses from sleeping on a 
cold cement, and to prevent slipping. 
The question of bedding is very im­ 
portant in many ways. Its function is 
to keep the horse off the floor and to 
absorb the liquid manure. 
It also is 
better for the horses’ feet than a hard 
floor. Wheat or oat straw is the best 
bedding known, as it is light, dry, 
warm, springy and highly absorbtive. 
Hailey and rye straw would be equally 
good if it were not for the “beards” 
or barbed tips of the green husk, 
which 
irritates 
the 
horse’s 
skin. 
Marsh hay has little value becauso It 
is coarse, flattens down and absorbs 
very little. Shavings and tanbark are 
poor bedding for the same reason. 
Horses should be cleaned very care­ 
fully in warm weather, and it is an 
excellent plan to wash their mouth, 
head and legs with cold water at noon 
and night.
